ATTAIN SUCCESS 


Albany, Ga., December 17-—(Spe- 
cial.)}—With tthe end of the first 
year’s operations of the Georgia Pea- 
nut Growers’ Cooperative association 
in sight, a new condijicn has been 
established in the marketing of Geor- 
gia peanuts. Almost unprecedented has 
been the steadiness of the market 
throughout the harvest and delivery 
season. In past years it has teen the 
average rule for the market to open 
fairly high in the ear'y fall and to 
decline gradually under the infiu- 


ence of heavy selling as growers all 
rushed their crops to market in an 
excited effort to get tre best price 
they could before thy market slimped 
further. Then in the spring, after ti.c 
bulk of the crop had 


passed out of 
the hands of those who nad preduced 
it, prices usually rose to ea much 
higher level, which always helped 
those who bought veanuts, but did 
little to benefit the pro-dlucer. 

This vear in Georgia the martet 
opened well abeve $100 a ton, or 
above what the average of the 19°2 
crop was sold for, and continued to 
maintain that level throughout the en- 
tire gathering ard delivery sea- 
son, only fluctuation being a sligut 
tendency upward. Disinterestcd  ob- 
servers, including prominent newsnha- 
pers of the territory, vankers, mer- 
chants and others, ceclared that there 
could be but one cause for this, and 
that cause was the orzanization of 
the growers controlling 70 per cent 
of the states commercial peannt 
acreage into a cooperative marketing 
association.

W ondertul Art 
Ot Tut’s Shrine 


Is Overwhelming 


Luxor, Egypt, December 17.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—All precon- 
ceived ideas of Tutankhamen’s golden 
shrine were upset by the sight of his 
impressive coffin, for the first time 
disclosed in almost its full proportions 
by the removal of the partition wall, 
when the correspondent visited tbe 
tomb this morning. 

The first impression of this gigan- 
tic receptacle for the dead, its siues 
resplendent with decorations of hlue 


brightly colored paintings on yellow, 
was almost overwhelming. The feel- 
ing was of something incredibly bi- 
zarre—something that seemed utterly 
to banish the presence of death in 
this casket of wonderful artistry. 

One of the first details to catch the 
eye was the fact that the golden lid 
of the canopy does not, as one imag- 
ined, from the view obtained from the 
epening in the wall, slove down from 
one end to the other, It rises again 
at the other end, ghving a graceful 
curved effect which is declared by 
competent authority to be unique in 
Kgyptology. The lid is not solid, but 
hollowed qut, roofing over a space of 
abeut four feet between the first and 
second shrines. 

Gold-Spangled Pati. 

In this space the currespondent was 
able to see—for the doors of the first 
shrine had been removed—a remark- 


folding, erected to carry the immense 
gsolden-spangled linen pall resting over 
the second shrine. It 1s very like open 
wooden cage work and is painted a 
glistening black with heavily gilded 
carved feet. In the front, where the 
removal of the doors of the first 
it is 
seen to be made of two parts, rather 
awkwardly bolted together with two 
large holts, probably wooden. From 
the top hangs the ragged edge of the 
pall, turned blackish brown by age, 


cealed the doors of the second shrine 
had broken away. This part of the 
pall, except for a small piece crum-- 
bling on the grceund, has already been 
removed to the nearby laboratory. 

The golden rosettes, about the size 
of a half dollar, with which the pal 
is exbundantly spangled, still sparkle 
in the rays of the powerful are lights 
used by the excavators, These rosettes 
are certainly metal, but probably not 
zold——more likely gilded copper. 

Behind the rack the golden doors of 
the second shrine glisten dully, the 
two bolts, one above and one below, 
yet sternly guarding the secret tomb. 

Gold and Black. 

In the middle, set in either batten 
of the doors are two metal rings, !et 
into the wood side by side, to which 
were attached seals, which Howard 
Carter, directing the excavating work, 
had previously removed. The dours 
are engraved with exqftisitely chiscled 
figures of goddesses in the attitude of 
prayer, while above them is the pro- 
jecting golden lintel of the second 
suriné, which is about seven feet high. 

What imptesses one more than any- 
thing else in the intriguing, festive 
air of this resplendent sepulchre, are 
the interior decorations of the wall 
of the shrine. ‘These are chiefly geld- 
en, inscribed with endless lines of 
heiroglyphics with figures of birds, | 
flowers and animals, set in a triyle 
frame of broad, black lines. 

This contrast of deep black and old 
gold recalls the art of old China or 
the decorative effect achieved by mod- 
ern designers in betdoirs with golden 
ceilings and black walls,

Federal-Aid Roads | 
Finished in Year 
W ould Round Globe 


Washington, Lecember . 17.—The 
tsileage of federal aid highways, com- 
rleted at the close of the fiscal year, 
which ended June 30, was greater 
‘than the circumference of the earth. 

Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of 
‘che bureau of public roads, in his 
‘ennual report made public today, an- 
neunced that 26.536 miles of federal 
‘aid. highways have been completed, of 

shich 8,820 were finished within the 
lust fiscal year. In addition 14,772 
tiiles were under construction June 
20, while 6,917 more were contem- 
piated in projects that had been ap- 
proved. 

Selection of roads to constitute the 
federal aid highway system was com- 
pleted during “the year in accordance 
with the federal highway act which 
required that not more than 7 per 
—s of the total rural mileage in each 
: ' he designated as part of the 


isi 

As certified by the various states, 
the total mileage of rural roads in 
the country is 2,859,575 miles, which 
will limit the federal aid system to 
“00,170 miles. Approved federal aid | 
ronds-in 35 states show that 1,048 of 
the 1,111 cities of 5,000 or more pop- 
ulation in those states will be touch- 
ed by at least one of the routes, and 
it is estimated that 90 per cent of the’ 
tetal population lives within ten 
miles of some part of the system.

Mr. H. H. livers, an energetic young 
farmer, ‘residing on bis; farm three miles 
southwest of Summerviile, has demonstrated 
the past year what Chattooga county 
will do in raising cotton under adverse 
circumstances if properly cultivated. 

Mr. Rivers made seven 400-pound bales 
of cotton on three acres of secoud bottom 
land. 

This land is above the average in the 
county, having a rich biack soil three feet 
deep, but Mr. Rivers’ success was due to 
his perseverance and cluse attention to his 
crop and alternating creps on this land. 

The three acres that produced this seven 
bales has been continuously in cultivation 
since the Indians cleared it over a hundred 
years ago. ‘Two years ago Mr. Rivers had 
this Jand planted in peas and soja beans, 
then in the fall he turned the beans and 
peavines under. In the spring be turned 
this lani with a <¢isc harrow one time, 
then he laid off his rows and distributed 
1,000 pounds of acid phosphate to the acre 
and tisted on this, 
of 10-4-6 guano to the acre and put his 
cotton seed right in with bis kuano before 
covering up. 

It was on May 11 that he finished plant- 
ing and on account of the adverse weather 
conditions and large amount of rain that 
followed immediately after Mr. Rivers fin- 
ished planting, some of his cotton died 
aud had to be replanted. . 

When it did come vp it grew very rapidly, 
but owing to the smull acreage Mr. Rivers 
worked it intensely, plowing it seven times 
altogether but only chopping it once, leav- 
ing the stalks at intervals of two feet or 
more, 

Seventy-five pounds of calcium arsenate 
Wag used to the aere by Mr. Rivers as a 
boll weevil preventive at regular iutervals; 
thongh not doing serivus damage they were 
with .ljim more or less during the 
growing season, Op August |! the army

Lt is a well- 
knewn fact that Bartow's brigade was sent 
from Winchester to reinforce General 
Veauregaril at Manassas. We left Win- 
chester. the afternoon of July 18. We 
renched Paris railroad station about day 
the next morning. Only two regiments of 
our brigade, the 7th and &th Georgia, reach- 
ed in time for the battle; the other 
three regiments did rot arrive until the 
battle was over, on account of the treachery 
vf an engiueer, 

The next morning, the 2ist, the 7th Geor- 
gia was held in reserve, being moved from 
point to point, as occasion demanded. - The 
Sth Georgia was engaged in battle in the 
forenoon and fought gallantly, but lost 
heavily in killed and wounded, both officers 
aud men. In tbe afternoon, while at our 
laxt position, Generals Leauregard and Bar- 
tow rode up and gave orders for the 7th 
to charge a. battery. We immediately 
moved, marching a tew hundred yards un- 
der heavy fire. We then raised the rebel 
yell and went for ‘hein in earnest.

Your favor of the 5th ist., 
reference to extending our street 
car line “along Jackson Street 
from Ponce de Leon Avenue out 
to Tenth Street at the entrance of 
Piedmont Park” to serve the new 
Boys’ High School, has been re- 
ceived. 

Our petition of December 1st, 
1923, addressed to the Mayor 
and General Council of the City 
of Atlanta contains in full detail 
our answer to your inquiry. From 
page two of our petition I quote as 
follows: 

“If present conditions con- 
tinue there will shortly be no 
margin at all left after operat- 
ing expenses are paid, and the 
ability of the street railroad 
to maintain the present trans- 
portation service will be end- 
ed, a condition which has 
never before existed in At- 
lanta, and which can be pre- 
vented by the plan submitted 
in this petition. _ 

“But already, owing to the 
financial results stated above, 
the credit of the street rail- 
way is now exhausted, and 
not one dollar of additional 
capital can be borrowed either 
for the purpose of improving 
the existing mileage or for 
extensions. This serious con- 
dition jeopardizes the quality 
of the present service as well 
as its continued existence.” 

The present street railroad serv- 
ice in Atlanta, considering the con- 
ditions under which it is conduct- 
ed, is first-class and the condition 
of the street railroad property has 
been maintained at a very high 
standard.- A large amount of 
money has been expended during 
the year 1923 on additions and im- 
provements to the street railroad 
property in the interest of more 
and better street railway service. 
This was only made possible be- 
cause the bankers accepted our 
statements that the public of At- 
lanta would remedy the present 
conditions and put the street rail- 
road on a living basis when they 
realized the facts. But ‘“The bond- 
ing of jitneys and the efforts of 
the City Government to regulate 
traffic have resulted in little or no 
improvement in the conditions 
presented in the petition of May 
11, 1923.” The bankers associ- 
ated with us within the past two 
weeks have definitely refused to 
lend the street railroad another dol- 
lar for either improvement of the
